Probably the best available short account in Italian of the 
development of American foreign policy. An exceedingly clear, simple 
and sympathetic account of the Monroe Doctrine, of the results of the 
war with Spain, of the relations between the United States, Germany and 
Japan, of our entrance into the war, of the gigantic efforts of our prep- 
arations for war, and of the American concept of liberty. 


Orsi, Pietro. Gli ultimi cento anni di storia universale, 1815- 
1915 (The last hundred years of world history, 1815-1915) 
Torino, Societa Tipografico-Editrice Nazionale,1915-1917. 
2v. 636, 508p. Lire 10 and 6. 


An admirable popular history of the development to civilization 
throughout the world during the last century, devoted not merely to 
political events, but tracing the growth of social and economic move- 
ments, of science, the arts, of invention, transportation, of the press 
democratizing politics and giving power to public opinion. It is made 
up not of detached chapters devoted to separate countries, but gives in a 
very effective way the story of the contemporary development of all man- 
kind. Especially notable is its treatment of the common aspirations of 
civilized men in contest with national traditions. It is to be followed by 
a third volume dealing with the war and its results. 


Villari, Pasquale. L’Jtalia e la civilté (Italy and civilization) 
Milano, Ulrico Hoepli,1918. 464p. Lire 5. 


Unquestionably the ablest summary account of Italy’s achievements and 
ideals—her mission in the world, written by her ablest historian and 
great scholar, who was also famous as an educator and leader in every 
liberal movement. Villari died in his ninetieth year, while this book was 
in press. He was the author of more than four hundred volumes and 
pamphlets. 

The first hundred pages of the book are devoted to national origins— 
Rome and the middle ages. The following hundred and fifty pages tell 
the story of the Renaissance, the growth of the idea of national unity, 
and of the creation of modern Italy. The last hundred and fifty pages 
contain chapters given to “the lost provinces,” the great war and Italy’s 
mission, the league of nations, colonization, the bureaucracy, social ques- 
tions, the schools and the national life.

They 
had a tremendous effect upon public opinion and were one of the great 
determining factors of the decision to join the Allies. They are mystical, 
passionate, inspired with classical memories, and for the first time in his 
printed work reveal some of those qualities that made d’Annunzio in his 
sixtieth year the most daring and spectacular of all the raiders of the air. 
Agostino de Biasi says of them: “They are heart, thought, flame.”
